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mail at the New London post-office; and it shall
be the duty of the city clerk to furnish the official
paper a copy of the proceedings of the common
council within three days following a regular
meeting of that body; and the clertk of the board
of education of said city, shall within the three
days following a meeting of said board of educa-
tion supply said official with an official copy
of the proceedings of such meeting for official
publication as a part of the official printing of
said city. .

Seorion 2. This act shall take effect and be in
force from and after its passage and publication.

CHAPTER 170.

AN ACT to amend the charter of the city of
Milwaukee.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented
tn senate and assembly, do enact as follows:

SecrioN 1. The provisions of chapter 19,0f the , . =~
laws of Wisconsin, of the year 1889, shall not chapter1s,
apply to the funds appropriated to the public *™
library and public museum of the city of Milwau-
kee, the trustees of which institution shall have
charge of the funds thereof to the same extent as
if said chapter had never been enacted.

SeorioN 2. This act shall take effect and be in
force from and after its passage and publication.
